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INTRODUCTION 


The reorganization of the Dominion Department of Agriculture, which has 

been in progress since early in 1937, has been practically completed. For the 
convenience of the public in dealing with the staffs of the various departmental 
services as now realigned, this directory has been issued. 
7 As will be noted, the structure of the department has been entirely 
remodelled, but in all of the important changes made there has been adherence 
to the principle, outlined by the Honourable James G. Gardiner, of bringing 
under one administrative head services similar in character and purpose in the 
broad fields of activity with respect to the marketing of different agricultural 
products, their production from a national standpoint and the experimental and 
scientific work in connection therewith. 

Incident to the progressive development of agriculture in Canada, there has 
been a pressing need for specialized services and an insistent demand on the 
Dominion Department for their establishment. As a result, such services have 
had to be multiplied, expanded and extended, not only throughout Canada, but 
also to other countries where trade involved Canada’s agriculture. Practically 
all of these services had developed within the department where they were 
started, and had become organized as large or small administrative units grouped 
in branches. Many of these, while specialized, had much in common with others 
with which they had little association.. Investigation units were burdened with 
administrative responsibilities, and administrative units were called upon to 
direct research. The branches, of which there were nine, varied greatly in size 
and in number of divisions. Some of the divisions were quite as large as some 
of the branches, and similar to them in scope of work. While co-operation 
characterized this work as a whole, the self-contained set-up of so many units 
made co-ordination difficult, and did not provide full opportunity for those 
charged with major responsibility to direct their work as part of a larger pro- 
gram, through which economies might be effected by association, and to which 
many of them could make general contributions in the interests of agriculture 
as a whole. It was felt that the extent and character of the work had outgrown 
the structure of the department, and it was recognized as well that increases in 
salary scales, to a parity with those of other departments, were overdue. 

In the reorganization, simplification of administration and co-ordination of 
related services have been stressed as the determining factors in the realignment 
of the work of the department, and it is believed that greater driving force in 
the development of departmental programs may be expected to result under the 
centralized direction which has been established. 

The reorganization has been developed through consultation with the senior 
officers concerned and in conjunction with the Civil Service Commission, under 
whose auspices surveys of the different units of the department have been made. 
It has involved no substantial reductions in staff, and the majority of positions 
of major responsibility have been filled by the promotion of men already on the 
staff, nearly all of whom have had many years in the department. 


AGRICULTURAL SERVICES REPLACE FORMER BRANCHES 


The specialized work of the department has now been reassembled under 
four Services—Science, Experimental Farms, Production and Marketing. Of 
the nine former branches, two have been transferred intact to one of the new 
Services. The component units of six of the others have been redistributed in 
each case among two or more of the new Services. The ninth branch—Publicity 
and Extension—will, with other departmental work of a general administrative 
character, be under the direct supervision of the office of the Deputy Minister. 
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DIRECTORS OF NEW SERVICES 


Dr. J. M. Swaine, internationally recognized as an authority on matters 
relating to agricultural research, is the Director of the Science Service. He has 
been a member of the entomological staff since 1912, and was Associate Dominion 
Entomologist for ten years prior to 1934, when he was appointed Director 
of Research in the Department of Agriculture. 

Dr. E. 8. Archibald, who has had more than a quarter of a century of. 
administrative service in the department, and who has been Director of the 
Experimental Farms Branch since 1919, will continue as Director of the Experi- 
mental Farms Service. The increasing responsibilities which he has assumed 
from year to year as one of the senior members of the department, and those 
of a very arduous nature which have been carried by him for some time in 
connection with Prairie Farm Rehabilitation work, have been recognized by a 
material improvement in the rating of his position. 

The Director of the Marketing Service is Mr. A. M. Shaw, who was for 
many years Dean of Agriculture at the University of Saskatchewan, and who, 
during 1936 and 1937, was a member of the Canadian Wheat Board. 


The Production Service is under the direction of Mr. George B. Rothwell, 
formerly Dominion Live Stock Commissioner, and prior to that for many 
years Dominion Animal Husbandman in the Experimental Farms Branch. 


ASSISTANTS TO THE DEPUTY MINISTER 


Dr. A. T. Charron will continue as Assistant Deputy Minister, a posi- 
tion which he has occupied since 1925. To provide additional assistance to 
the Deputy Minister in dealing with an expanding volume of work of a tech- 
nical nature which centres in his office, a new position, General Executive 
Assistant, on a parity in rank with that of Assistant Deputy Minister, has been 
established. This position has been filled by the promotion of R. S. Hamer, 
who since 1933 had been Chief of the Live Stock Field Services and Assistant 
Live Stock Commissioner, prior to which he was for upwards of twenty years 
Chief of the Cattle Division of the Live Stock Branch.

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SCIENCE SERVICE 
Director—J. M. Swaine 


The Science Service includes the Divisions of Entomology, Botany and 
Plant Pathology, Animal Pathology, Chemistry, and Bacteriology and Dairy 
Research. 

The work of the Service is directed toward the solution of practical 
problems of agriculture, through the application of scientific investigations. 
It deals with problems relating to the ravages of insect pests and diseases 
affecting plants and animals, the deterioration of plant and animal products 
through invasion of fungi and bacteria, the nutritional requirements of animals 
and plants, and the chemistry and microbiology of soils and dairy products. 
The work in the various laboratories of the Science Service is co-ordinated 
with the research work undertaken by the National Research Council, and by 
universities and agricultural colleges.

DIVISION OF ENTOMOLOGY 


This division directs investigations of economic insect species and of 
measures for their control by insecticidal, cultural and biological methods. 
Investigations deal with insects affecting field and garden crops, fruit and 
greenhouse crops, forest and shade trees, stored products, and live stock and 
man. A special parasite laboratory deals with the introduction, rearing, and 
distribution of imported and native parasites and predators as aids in the control 
of destructive insects. A section on systematic entomology has charge of the 
maintenance and development of the national collection of insect species. 

The division co-operates in the enforcement of the Destructive Insect and 
Pest Act. 

Headquarters of the Division of Entomology are located at Ottawa, and 
twenty-one regional laboratories are maintained throughout the Dominion.

DIVISION OF BOTANY AND PLANT PATHOLOGY 


The activities of this division cover two main phases, Economic and General 


Botany, and Plant Pathology and Mycology. 


The Botany section deals with the determination of native and introduced 
plants of Canada; the migration and geographical distribution of weeds; the 
relation of pasture plants to environment; investigations into economic, poison- 
ous and medicinal properties of plants; the maintenance of a herbarium of 
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Canadian and allied plants, and researches in seed germination and related 
technical problems. Rare and unusual trees, shrubs and herbaceous plants from 
other countries are tested in the Dominion Arboretum. 

Plant Pathology comprises a study of the diseases destructive to vegetation, 
and their methods of prevention and control. 

The division co-operates with other divisions of the department in the 
enforcement of the Destructive Insect and Pest Act. 

The headquarters of the division are situated in the Dominion Arboretum, 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa. Branch plant pathological laboratories 
are maintained in each province.

DIVISION OF ANIMAL PATHOLOGY 


This division directs research and experimental studies relating to animal 
diseases, engages in the manufacture of biological products (prophylactic and 
diagnostic) and related investigations, performs laboratory diagnosis of infection 
and disease, and general laboratory services. 

The Animal Diseases Research Institute at Hull, Que., serves as the research 
centre and headquarters for the division.

DIVISION OF CHEMISTRY 


This division is responsible for investigations on soils and fertilizers, animal 
nutrition, plant chemistry and foods. Chemical analyses are made for projects 
conducted by other divisions of the Science and Experimental Farms Services. 
A service is maintained for the sanitary analysis of farm water supplies, and 
analyses are made in connection with the administration of the Meat and Canned 
Foods Act and the Maple Sugar Industry Act. The central laboratory 1s 
situated at Ottawa, and a regional laboratory is maintained at the Dominion 
Experimental Station, Kentville, N.S. 

Investigations of ‘soils and fertilizers alae chemical and physical analysis 
of soils collected in connection with soil fertility studies, the development of 
methods for the spectrographic examination of soils to study the role of minor 
elements in plant nutrition, and the analysis of soils in connection with mineral 
deficiency studies, pasture investigations and other projects. An advisory 
service to farmers includes the examination of soils and soil amendments with 
recommendations for fertilizer treatment. 

The work in animal nutrition includes the determination of co-efficients 
of digestibility of feeding stuffs, the investigations of factors affecting digesti- 
bility, the biological values of feed proteins, and a standard test for the 
determination of vitamin D content of feeding stuffs. 

The work in plant chemistry includes co-operative investigations with 
sprays and spray materials, pasture experimental work, chemical composition 
of native grasses, forage crops, cereals, soybeans, and sugar beets.

DIVISION OF BACTERIOLOGY AND DAIRY RESEARCH 


The activities of the Division of Agricultural Bacteriology and Dairy 
Research are divided into research, direct services, and co-operation in the 
administration of Dominion Acts. 

Research comprises the chief part of the work and is concerned mainly 
with investigations into the microbiology of soils, dairying and foodstuffs, and 
the utilization of agricultural products. 

Direct services consist chiefly of the bacteriological analysis of samples 
submitted by other divisions of the department, and in the preparation of seed 
inoculants for departmental projects. In addition, service in the analysis of 
specimens, including well-water, is provided for farmers and others. 

Bacteriological tests are made of inoculants, disinfectants, canned goods, 
etc., in connection with the administration of Dominion Acts and regulatory 
measures. 

The Dairy Research unit is responsible for the study of problems arising 
in the processing of milk, the manufacture of butter, cheese, ice cream, con- 
densed milk, dehydrated milk, casein, milk sugar, fermented milks and 
by-products, ‘and for bacteriological, chemical and other research work for the 
purpose of establishing sound principles of manufacture in the dairy industry. 
It is also called upon to ascertain and develop the most appropriate methods 
to be applied in the making of high grade and uniform dairy products, and to 
investigate and apply remedial measures to new defects which arise from time 
to time in manufactured products.

EXPERIMENTAL FARMS SERVICE

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ANIMAL HUSBANDRY DIVISION 


The Animal Husbandry Division is responsible for the carrying on of 
extensive experimental work, at Ottawa and at branch farms throughout the 
Dominion, relating to the breeding, feeding, housing and management of the 
various classes of domestic live stock. 

The work includes laboratory studies in animal nutrition, including deter- 
mination of digestibility of feeding stuffs, effect of plane of nutrition on digesti- 
bility of feeds, and biological value of feed proteins; the evaluation of pasture 
improvement practices and of various feeding stuffs as component parts of 
fattening rations; a study of practical and economical rations for growth and 
production; studies of breeding methods based on production records of dams 
and on progeny tests of sires and investigations dealing with the prevention and 
elimination of certain animal diseases and of parasites, the latter in co-operation 
with the Institute of Parasitology, Macdonald College.

CEREAL DIVISION 


This division is engaged in the creation, testing and introduction of superior 
varieties of cereals and leguminous grains, field beans, buckwheat, and flax of 
the seed-bearing type. The creation of new types is concentrated chiefly at the 
Experimental Farm at Ottawa, while at the Dominion Rust Research Laboratory 
at Winnipeg work is centred on the development of disease-resistant varieties 
of wheat and oats. Among the many other activities of this division are the 
investigation of varieties of grain for which a licence has been requested in 
accordance with the Canada Seed Act, the encouragement of the use of good 
seed of adapted varieties, the conducting of verification tests to determine the 
genuineness and purity of seed stocks and the investigation of special problems 
which have a bearing on cereal breeding and development work.

FORAGE PLANTS DIVISION

In the Production Service is consolidated the work of the department 
formerly carried on by the Health of Animals Branch with the exception of 
the Animal Diseases Research Institute; the Seed Branch; the Field Services 
of the Live Stock Branch; the Import and Export Plant Inspection Service of 
the Entomological Branch and the Seed Potato Inspection Service of the 
Botanical Division of the Experimental Farms Branch. 

The Production Service gives national leadership in organizing agricultural 
production. It co-ordinates the work of the Dominion and provincial field staffs 
in interpreting to farmers ways to profitable production derived from activities 
of the Experimental Farms and Science Services, and from the intimate associa- 
tion of the Marketing Service with agricultural commerce. It is responsible 
for the administration of acts designed to prevent the introduction and spread 
of diseases of animals and plants and to ensure freedom from disease in animal 
and plant products exported, and of acts standardizing sale in the domestic 
market of meat and canned foods, seed, feeding stuffs, fertilizers, hay, agricultural 
poisons, straw and binder twine.

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HEALTH OF ANIMALS DIVISION 


The Health of Animals Division administers the Animal Contagious Diseases 
Act, under which there has been established a Dominion-wide veterinary inspec- 
tion service to protect Canadian live stock against the introduction and spread 
of scheduled diseases. It also administers the Meat and Canned Foods Act, 
with the exception of the Orders in Council relating to the processing of fruits, 
vegetables, dairy products and canned fish. This Act is compulsory in respect 
to establishments in which animals are slaughtered, or in which any parts or 
products thereof are prepared for food for interprovincial or export trade. It 
also administers various policies including the restricted area policy for the 
control and eradication of bovine tuberculosis, as well as optional policies for 
the control of this disease and Bang’s disease.

The Marketing Service is responsible for all activities of the department 

relating to the efficient marketing of agricultural products under standard 
ades. 

a The Service, as now established, represents an amalgamation and extension 
of work formerly dealt with by the Dairy Branch, with the exception of its 
research laboratory; the Fruit Branch; the market services of the Live Stock 
Branch, and the Economics Branch. This centralization of effort is the primary 
step in policy for the definite expansion and more effective application of 
marketing activities designed to give a definite lead to planned and profitable 
production. 
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The amalgamation centralizes administration of all grading services covering 
live stock and live stock products, dairy products, poultry, eggs, fruit, vegetables, 
canned goods, maple products and honey and departmental advertising. It brings 
under central control all market reporting services as provided for the above- 
mentioned agricultural commodities. Transportation activities have been brought 
together, and consumer services, designed to centre attention on graded products 
. and their identification, have been consolidated. 

Associated as a fact- finding body in connection with the economics of 
marketing as well.as of production is the Agricultural Economics Division.

The Markets Information Section as now constituted is the natural corollary 
of centralized marketing authority. It co-ordinates market reporting, formerly 
conducted by several branches of the department. It functions to supply the 
producer of agricultural products with an interpretation of relative supply, 
demand and conditions, throughout the Dominion and abroad, as affecting his 
operations. Its most important feature is the stimulation of interest in quality 
production through regular reports on differentials in prices obtainable for 
quality products as compared with prices ruling for products of lower grades. 
It also serves to give producers a lead in interpreting market trends, with a 
view to assisting in intelligent planning of production for future markets.

to consumers, of departmental grading of agricultural food products.

Regina 
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DAIRY DIVISION 


This division is responsible for the administration of the Dairy Industry 
Act, which provides for the official grading of all cheese and butter sold- for 
export, and under which a large percentage of both of these products sold on 
the domestic market is graded. The manufacture of ice cream in accordance 
with prescribed standards, also is regulated under this Act. Under authority of 
the Meat and Canned Foods Act, the division issues permits to, and supervises 
the operation of concentrated milk establishments. 

It arranges and supervises refrigerated car service for butter, cheese and 
eggs, and supervises loading and stowage of perishable produce exported from 
Canada by ocean transport and the discharge at principal ports in the United 
Kingdom. It administers the Cold Storage Act, under authority of which the 
construction of cold storage warehouses in Canada may be subsidized. 

The division also assembles information of value to the department and 
to the industry and trade in expanding the outlet for Canadian dairy products.

FRUIT AND VEGETABLE DIVISION 


This division administers regulations under the Fruit, Vegetables and Honey 
Act, governing the grading and packing of fruits and the grading and marking 
of fruits and vegetables for export, import and domestic trade, and the: classifica- 
tion and grading of honey for export and domestic markets. 

The division is also responsible for the administration of regulations under 
the Meat and Canned Foods Act governing the operation of some 500 establish- 
ments engaged in the canning of fruits and vegetables for interprovincial and 
export trade. In addition, it administers the Maple Sugar Industry Act, which 
provides for the inspection and grading of maple sugar products and for proper 
identification of sugars or syrups resembling or imitating maple products. 

Information of value in expanding the outlet for fruit, vegetables, honey 
and maple sugar products is assembled and distributed by the merchandizing 
section of the division.

LIVE STOCK AND LIVE STOCK PRODUCTS DIVISION 


The Live Stock and Live Stock Products Act, with the exception of the 
section relating to Hatchery Approval, is administered by this division. The 
regulations under the Act provide for control of trading on stock yards and 
for the grading of hogs sold on the domestic market, of bacon exported, of beef 
for domestic consumption, and of eggs and poultry for both the domestic and 
the export market. 

In addition to their primary duties, the stock yards and grading staffs are 
responsible for the assembling, at central markets and at packing houses, of 
information in regard to the volume of daily live stock sales, the number in 
each grade sold, ruling prices for each grade and other related information. 
These statistics form the basis of the reports on live stock marketing regularly 
issued by the Markets Information Service. 


Under the merchandizing section of the division, a service has been estab- 
lished, designed to expand the outlet for live stock, live stock products and 
poultry products.
